One of the unfortunate by-products of any decision on 
parking in Shawsheen Village is that some residents 


probably will be angered, 


If parking goes in off Fleming ave. or in that area,

CAPITOL COMMENT

Nineteenth Century Members of 
Congress frequently stowed con- 
stituents’ letters inside the broad 
bands of their tall beaver hats. 

Tradition has it that Congress- 
man Abe Lincoln made a travel- 
ing office of his famous stovepipe. 
Letters from folks at home were 
few and far between. 

Today’s lighning news services, 
the intelligence and advanced ed- 
ucation of our citizenry, plus im- 
proved postal transportation have 
all contributed to increasing the 
volume of Congressional mail. Two 
million pieces of mail a month 
now deluge the House of Repre- 
sentatives alone. A controversial 
issue can skyrocket that average 
by another two or three million a 
month, as during the ‘*Battle of 
the Budget’? in 1957 and the Lan- 
drum-Griffin labor bill debate of 
1959. 

To emphasize this accelerated 
tempo, I like to point out that the 
amount of correspondence Daniel 
Webster received during an entire 
year when he was Senator from 
Massachusetts is less than that 
received by my office in a single 
busy day. 

For those of you who may won- 
der what happens when you send a 
letter off to Wahington, a glimpse 
into the mailhandling routine of 
my office might be of interest. 

My staff has strict instructions 
that every piece of correspondence 
addressed to me reaches my desk. 
Each one receives a personal 
reply. Hopefully this takes place 
before the sun goes down on the 
day of arrival, and action is al- 
ways instigated immediately in 
the case of urgent requests from 
servicemen, veterans and other 
persons who have immediate, per- 
sonal problems involving the Fed- 
eral government. 

In replying to legislative inqui- 
ries and comments, I try to avoid 
stylized replies, since most of 
your letters are remarkable for 
dealing in depth with your reasons 
for supporting or opposing a mea~ 
sure. Once in a while, as oc- 
curred last year when I received 
a petition on an issue signed by 
nearly 400 individuals, common 
sense demands that I dictate but 
one reply which could be sent 
individually to each petitioner. As 
is true of every other Congress- 
man I know, I value most highly 
those letters which indicate that 
the writer has given his personal 
thought and consideration to the 
subject in question and the views, 
accordingly, are his own, ‘‘In- 
spired mail’’, which is easily re- 
cognized by its stereotyped mess~ 
age, or the fact that it has been 
mimeographed, carries less 
weight in decision-making onCap- 
itol Hill.

Oral Vaccine 


The Board of Health 
wishes to make the following 
points, concerning the oral 
polio vaccine clinic May 2, 
for all pre-school children, 
and May 3-4 for School 
children: 

Polio has three types — 
type one is the most-danger- 
ous and the May 2 clinic will 
dispense vaccine to provide 
immunity against this type 
only. 

A second clinic will be 
held later this spring to give 
vaccine for type three polio, 
the second most dangerous. 
This vaccine will not provide 
immunity for type one polio, 
just type three. 

Type two polio is the least 
dangerons, and a clinic will 
be held in several months 
for immunization against this 
type. 

To be immunized properly, 
a child should have one dose 
of each of the three oral 


vaccines — the vaccine is 
specifically made for the 
type, and does not give 


immunity against any other 
type. 

The Board has been told 
that local doctors will not be 
receiving a supply of vaccine 
for any of the types for a

By-Law Protects 
Residential Area 

Residents of Fleming ave. and 
other streets in that immediate 
section of Shawsheen appear to be 
pretty well protected against use 
of industrial land for Raytheon 
parking. 

A zoning article approved March 
14, 1960, which created the limited 
industrial area near the old filter 
beds, banned use of residential 
streets as an access from that 
zone. 

The article, with that amend- 
ment, was approved by the attorney 
general and is a matter of record 
in the town. 

Original plans for the industrial 
area indicated that access would 
be provided to Route 114 and-or 
Union st. in Lawrence. The amend- 
ment was offered by Rep. Arthur 
Williams for residents of Shaw- 
sheen, who did not want to have 
cars from industrial parking areas 
coming out onto streets such as 
Fleming, thence onto Haverhill st. 

Although the by-law does not 
specifically list parking lots as a 
permissible use, there has been 
speculation that the present owner, 
Bernard L. Champy, or another 
owner, could create parking facili- 
ties on the industrial land. Access 
to the area has been a problem - 
with suggestions that Liberty st. 
be used instead of Fleming ave, 
Whether or not either could be 
utilized, under the by-law, appears 
open to doubt in the minds of many 
local officials.
